From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

Some  Thoughts  on 
Mel  Gibson's  Film 

mm  t  was  said  that  the  Pope  approved 
I  of  the  film,  The  Passion  of  Christ.  I 
rather  doubt  that  he  had  seen  it  at 
?  all,  and  had  probably  left  it  to  his 
Bl  advisors  to  comment.  The  Jewish 
world  rejoices  about  the  vast 
improvement  in  Catholic/Jewish 

dialogue  and 
understanding 
in  recent  years. 
However,  most 
theologians 
who  have 
viewed  the 
movie  feel  that 
it  sets  us  all 
back  to  darker 
times,  when  the 
Church  was,  to  say  the  least,  insensitive 
to  Jewish  suffering. 

Much  of  this  history  has  been  well 
documented  by  Father  John  F 
Morley  in  his  book,  Vatican  Diplomacy 
and  the  Jews  during  the  Holocaust  1939- 
43.  A  few  quotes  from  his  book  will 
acquaint  us  with  the  situation.  In  Croatia, 
“...the  record  on  the  Jews  is  particularly 
shameful  not  because  of  the  number  of 
Jews  killed,  but  because  it  was  a  state 
that  proudly  proclaimed  its  Catholic 
tradition  and  whose  leaders  depicted 
themselves  as  loyal  to  the  Church  and 
to  the  Pope.  The  Holy  See’s  representa¬ 
tive...  made  few  efforts  to  defend  the 
Jews  and  failed  to  use  his  personal  and 
ecclesiastical  prestige  to  aid  them.” 

In  Slovakia,  he  writes,  “the  failure  of 
Vatican  diplomacy...  must  be  attributed 
as  much  to  its  own  indifference  to  the 
deportation  of  Jews  as  to  any  other 
factor.” 

Consider  also  the  archbishop  of 
Slovakia’s  utterance  to  a  delegation  of 
rabbis  who  had  come  to  intercede  for 


Slovak  Jewry  and  prevent  their  deporta¬ 
tion  during  World  War  II  (remember, 
Slovakia  was  ruled  by  a  Fascist  Catholic 
priest,  Father  Tiso):  “This  is  no  mere 
expulsion.  There  you  will  not  die  of 
hunger  and  pestilence.  There  they  will 
slaughter  you  all,  old  and  young, 
women  and  children  in  one  day.  This 
is  your  punishment  for  the  death  of  our 
redeemer.  There  is  only  one  hope  for 
you  -  to  convert  all  to  our  religion. 
Then  1  shall  effect  the  annulling  of 
this  decree.” 

Rabbi  Michael  Ber  Weissmandel  in 


his  book,  Min  Hametza,  recalls  “the 
answer  given  him  by  the  Papal  Nuncio 
when  Weissmandel  begged  to  intercede 
with  Father  Tiso,  who  could  have 
helped  the  Jewish  families  waiting  in  a 
detention  camp  prior  to  their  deporta¬ 
tion  to  Auschwitz.  At  first,  the  cleric 
merely  responded,  This,  being  Sunday, 
is  a  holy  day  for  us.  Neither  I  nor  Father 
Tiso  occupy  ourselves  with  profane 
matters  on  this  day.’  When  Rabbi  Weiss¬ 
mandel  protested  that  the  rescuing  of 
innocent  blood  could  not  be  consid-

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ered  profane,  the  Nuncio  replied, 
There  is  no  innocent  blood 
of  Jewish  children  in  the  world.  All 
Jewish  blood  is  guilty.  You  have  to  die. 
This  is  the  punishment  that  has  been 
awaiting  you  because  of  that  sin.’”  This 
attitude,  multiplied  thousands  of  times 
over  and  not  condemned  by  the 
Vatican,  contributed  to  the  death 
of  the  six  million. 

There  were,  in  fairness,  many 
exceptions.  The  Catholic  priest  in 
Poland  who  hid  Jewish  families  was 
reported  by  his  assistant  to  the  Nazis 
and  shot.  The  Archbishop  of  Kolozsvar 
in  Hungarian-occupied  Romania 
protested  the  deportations.  Such 
heroes  were  far  and  few  between, 
however.  We  are  happy  about  the 
improvement  in  the  ecumenical 
feelings.  Nevertheless,  we  would  prefer 
it,  if  those  fraternal  relations  were  not 
put  to  the  test.
